Ga., June 19.—{Special.]|—George 
R. Peck of Chicago spoke on “ Scholarship 
and Patriotism” at the commencement of 
hays nding of Georgia today. He ‘sald 
in 

“ When you asked me to speak before the 
alumni of this venerable institution—this 
cherishing mother of so much that is best 
and greatest in Georgia history—I felt that 
the inyitation meant more than it said. It 
meant that dreams come true. It meant 
that North and South no longer nurse their 
sad and tragic memories, but having watched 
out the night, joyfully welcome the advan- 
cing day. And it meant also that when 


| those who once were enemies look into each 


other’s.eyes they see only the same natures, 
the same hopes, and the same faith. 

“I am a Northern man, and every drop ot 
blood in my veins has coursed through gene- 
rations of Puritans: Nay, more, as if to

“A college and its students are trustees. 
for each other; they give and take, and both 
are richer by the process. It is a wise ar- 
rangement of society which divides human 
effort and sets each Individual unit to his 
particular craft and calling. We need them 
all in our complex civilization, but more than 
merchants, or lawyers, or chemists, we need 
men. The highest character is formed by 
the union of intellectual and moral faculties.

_ The foreign diplomatio corps in Paris had 
forgotten about her antecedents until ehe 
herself one day recalled them during the 
couree of a conversation at a dinner which 
was being given by her husband when Prime 
Minister. The Papal Nuncio, as dean of the 
diplomatic corps, was seated at her right 
hand, and, being amazed by the knowledge 
which she displayed concerning ecclesias- 
tical affairs, eventually asked her how it 
was that a woman could know so much 
about the affairs of the church. Without the 
slightest hesitancy Mme. Rouvier at once in- 
formed the Nuncſo that she had learned all 
about Roman Catholicism during her mar- 
riage with the Abbé Constantin, who had 
been excorhmunicated on her account.

“A PRIEND OF OMSAR” PORTRAYS 
‘PAGAN LIFEINROME.

It Is Intended ag a Sort of Compant 
Novel to “ Quo Vadis,” Depicting the 
Other Side of the Same Life—Its 
Author, William Stearns Davia, Is a 
Young Author of Promise, Though 
‘His Book Hag Serious Detects That 
Hide Its M ; 


T is regrettable that William Stearns Da- 
vis, in the preface of his novel, “A 
Friend ef Cesar (Macmillan), should 
have invited comparison with Quo 
Vadis.“ While the book is in many ways 

clever, and, as the work of a young man not 

yet through college, remarkable, yet by the 
comparison thus invited its weaknesses 
stand forth to the exclusion of its merits.. 

In the first place, the book is didactic to a 
tiresome degree. With a student’s love of 
imparting knowledge to a benighted world 
Mr. Davis has added a wealth of footnotes 
that alone would make a condensed history 


of Cesar. Then, with the clean cut, com- 
pact plot of the Polish author’s book in 
mind, that of this one seems leosely jointed, 
clumsy, and confused. There are too many 
people with interests that have too little 
bearing on the main part of the story to 
justify their introduction into it. But that 
which detracts most from the effect is an 
element ot modernity that pervadesit. This 
is not sd apparent in the political parts, but 
in those chapters pertaining to the social life 
the sentiment and mode of expression are 
fully 1900 years removed from the toga and 
tunic. Baim is called the Newport or 
‘Brighton of the Romans, which inverted 
comparison strikes a jarring note that is 
sounded again and again. Yet with all these 
faults the book has real merit. It is the 
author’s aim to interpret the pagan point of 


his effort is not entirely unsuccessful. 

We first meet Quintus Drusus, the central 
figure of the story, on the day he arrives at 
his estates from Greece, where he has been 
studying philesophy. After a hurried visit 
to Cornelia, his betrothed, he goes to Rome 
to declare himself the friend of Cesar. 
Crassus had been defeated, Julia was dead, 
and Pompey and Cesar were at swords’ 
points, so naturally Drusus’ advocacy of his 
friend’s cause made him many enemies. 
Among the most active of these were Lucius 
Ahenobarbus, a distant cousin, and Corne- 
Ua's, uncle and guardian. Here by devious 
ways are intreduced scores of people, but 
the most important is Agias, a young Greek 
slave, by whose untiring efforts the elab- 
orate schemes of Luctus to take the life of 
Drusus come to naught. One while, to save 
her lover, Cornelia pretends a warm affec- 
tion for Lucius. She even allows the rumor 
to get about that there is an engagement; 
but Drusus bars his way to more things than 
Cernelia’s hand, and his danger is as great 
as ever. When Cornelia confesses this de- 
ception there is a tremendous scene, which is 
extremely well done. When Czsar has 
crossed the Rubicon and the warfare begins 
in earnest Drusus is ever close by him, and 
Cornelia, consumed with dread, languishes 
at Baim, where she is kept a prisoner by her 
uncle. One night, however, the town is at- 
tacked by pirates, and to her delight she is 
carried off by them. She is taken to Egypt, 
where she assumes the position of a Roman 
lady of rank and spon becomes the friend of 
Cleopatra. Teeir intercourse is interesting 
and the author makes a pretty story of it. 
Thither comes Cesar at last with Drusus, 
and the love stoty is ended, but we are 
vouchsafed a few last touches such as the 
tragic end of Pompey. 

It is a long 1 and bears upon the face 
of it the evidence of infinite pains as regards 
the detail in setting and events. 


Well known as an economist, lecturer, 
and historian, John A. Hobson adds to his 
reputation for original and careful study 
in economic directions by his latest work, 
called’ The Economics of Distribution 
(Macmillan). Though known to be an ad- 
herent of that modern school of English 
sentimentalists in which Ruskin and Morris 
are still the greatest names, no advocate of 
the. laissez faire doctrines can complain of 
the manner in which Mr. Hobson presents 
his subject here. The evils of distribution 
of which he treats are not those which form 
part of the stock phrasing or cant of the 
collectivists, but are proved to be due quite 
as much to the lack of competition as to any 
other cause. He shows that the buyer, or- 
dinarily the stronger in the market, be- 
comes weaker just in proportion to his ne- 
cessities, and he goes far within his limited 
space to overthrow the idea that any gain 
accrues to the consumer from the interplay 
of the relations of land, capital, and labor. 
With entire fairness he argues that present 
inequalities of competition are to be met 
and overcome in two ways, and two only, 
and calls attention to the present lack of 
equal opportunity in respect of land and 
capital at the same time that he holds up 
the theory of the individualist as one of 
these means, while the other demands the 
“substitution of a public monopoly for 
those private monopolies which inequality 
of economic opportunity has founded —in 
a word, collectivism. There is no account 
taken of existing tendencies, the argument, 
within its self-imposed limits, being ex- 
ceedingly close and fairly convincing. 

— 


It has been said with great reason that the 
genealogist knows but one family—his own. 
Mgr. Robert Seton proves this, in a way, in 
his large octavo volume, newly published 
at Brentano’s, called An Old Family: The 
Setons in Scotland and America.“ But he 
has the excuse, lacking with many, that his 
is a family of great age and distinction, 
reaching back far ifito the middle ages for 
its origin and with coat-armor derived from 
one of the earliest armories in Europe. 

As far back as 1107, in the beginning of the 
reign, of the first Alexander of Scotland. 
there appears a younger brother of Robert, 
named Saher de Say, whose royal grants 
were called Saytoun, abbreviating to Seton, 
from whom are descended the Earls of Win- 
ton, among many others. But before this

of England. 

Many royal families of Burope have a 
descent less ancient and illustrious. The 
Setons were not merely lords of many lands 
in Normandy and Norman England, but they 
preserved their race intact and in undoubted 
prominence through the intervening centu- 
ries. In America they have had a record no 
less honorable, the saintly foundress of the 
Sisters of Charity being of that family and 
many persons — 1 in both the co- 


lonial and natio history of America.
